To Communist Ruled Poland 


WASHINGTON, Jane I UR—The United States today pledged Com­ 
munist Poland Vtb million dollars 
in ald to help it resist Moscow domi­ 
nation and Improve its trade with 
the free world. 
Of the total 6484X10,000 was provided in a signed agreement; the 
---------------------- ( --- ------ --------'♦balance of $46,100,000 was prom­ 
ised for later. 
The agreement, signed at the 
State Department at noon, cli­ 
maxed nearly four months of nego­ 
tiations. 
First deliveries of cotton, the 
commodity most coveted by the 
Poles under the agreement, are 
expected to arrive in about three 
weeks. That event would coincide 
with the first anniversary of th* 
bread-* nd-freedom riots at Pos- 
nan. Poland, last June 36 herald­ 
ing a relaxation of the Soviet Un­ 
ion's tight control over tome of 
its European satellites. 


Breakthrough 
Reported In 
Sclerosis 
PHILADELPHIA, I n c I Uh—A 
major breakthrough in the fight 
against the crippling disease mul­ 
tiple sclerosis was reported today 
by a woman scientist who said 
her isolation of a microorganism 
showed 
it to 
be the 
probable 
cause. 
Miss Rose Icheleon said she also 
had developed a skin test, similar 
to that usiri for tuberculosis, to 
determine whether a patient la af­ 
flicted with MS. 
The next step, she told a news 
conference is for other researchers 
to check her findings. If they sub­ 
stantiate them, and Mist Ichel­ 
eon said, 
"I think they will," 
scientists can begin to seek a way 
to immunizing against the .disease 
and curing it. 
.She previously had isolated the 
organism alive, as far back as 
1951 when she said she thought it 
was the cause of MS. By* 1966 she 
was regularly producing the organ­ 
ism in cultures permitting work 
that she said today gives her "IOO 
pw? cent reason to believe" that 
the organism, apirochaeta myel- 
ophthorn, is the cause of the dis­ 
ease. 
Other scientists previously had 
seen splrochaeta myeiophthora but 
none had been able to keep it 
alive or preserve it in a culture. 
That w ti Miss I che Ison’s first 
atop. 
At present there is no known 
cure—only some relief from cer­ 
tain leas serious forms of the 
disease. The number in America 
afflicvted reportedly total about 
300,000/ Most are in the 30-45 age 
bracket. Some children also are 
stricken.

ing legislation. 
In addition to this aid agree­ 
ment, the United States and Po­ 
land said they also would: 
I. Start negotiations soon on un­ 
freezing about two million dollars 
in Polish assets in the United 
Stated, and on American property 
claims against Poland resulting 
from World War II nationalization 
measures.

They are Mike A. Gilbert of 
Walterboro and Warren Hair of 
North Augusta, S.C. 
They told newsmen here that 
they had been freed from a Buda­ 
pest prison at 6:30 p.m. 
Escorted by Hungarian police, 
they were brought to this border 
check point and turned over .to 
Austrian authorities.

The two appeared to be In fine 
shape 
and bright spirits. 
They 
carried their belongings in paper 
parcels. 
Both said they had been treated 
well following their arrest on May 
28 about two miles inside Hunga­ 
rian territory in the neighborhood 
of Lake Neusldel. 
They said they had first been 
brought to police headquarters at 
the northwest Hungarian border 
town of Sopron. 
From there they were trans­ 
ferred to a prison in Budapest, 
where they were held separately 
for 12 days.

Eisenhower thus served notice 
on GOP members of the Senate 
and House tost he intends to fight 
for the legislative program many 
of them have criticized. 
"We’ve got a good team," he 
declared. "Let’s look like one." 
Senate Republican Leader Know- 
land of California and Chairman 
Bridges (NH) of the Senate GOP 
Policy Committee 
were 
among 
those invited to hear the Presi­ 
dent. Both have been in the fore­ 
front cf efforts to cut Eisenhow­ 
er's $71,800,000,000 spending budg­ 
et. They have differed with him, 
too. on some foreign policy issues. 
Eisenhower said that if there is 
not general support within the par­ 
ty for legislative measures he bas 
proposed — or similar bills — to 
carry out platform pledges “ the 
entire concept of party responsi­ 
bility, and indeed of representa­ 
tive government, collapses."

BIRDS OF A FEATHER 


A Stele Senate committee has voted to 
restore part of the 94*/* million dollars the 
House had cut from Gov. George M. Lead­ 
er'* record state budget. 
The Appropriation* Committee voted to 
increase the industrial development and 
alum clearance programs by $4,200,000 and 
the general appropriation bill by more 
than four million dollars above the House 
figure. 
Much confusion has arisen as the result 
of the budget controversy between the 
Governor and Republican leaders in the As­ 
sembly. Mr. Leader is asking $1,522,000,- 
000 for the 1957-5$ biennium. Thia com­ 
pares with $1,804,000,000 spent during Hie 
last two years. 
On the basis of these figures, the ad­ 
ministration wants about 218 million dol­ 
lars more than wa* required to operate the 
State Government for the 1955-57 period. 
The Republican Legislature says it 
can’t give the Governor everything he is 
asking without imposing new and addition­ 
al taxes. 
| Counting the cut* restored Thursday by 


the Senate committee, the Leader adminis­ 
tration will receive some 86 million dollars 
less than the Governor requested. But it 
will be approximately 122 billion dollars 
more than was spent in the biennium just 
closing. 
That’s where the confusion 
arises. 
Every time the Legislature refuses to give 
a state department the full amount provid­ 
ed in the Governor’s budget, the cry goes 
up that a “cut” is bsiag ordered. 
The Legislature is not trimming the 
budget below 1955-57 figures. The work 
of the General Assembly represents “re­ 
duced allocations” in the words of Chair­ 
man Norman Wood of lite House Appro­ 
priations Committee. 
And he adds: 'They will maintain Penn­ 
sylvania’s education, health and welfare 
programs at present levels but will elimi­ 
nate all new programs or untried experi­ 
mentation.” 

Certainly 
not until it goes deep enough to be lees 
than the amount of money the department 
has required for the preceding biennium

New 
Jersey, on June IV, IMS. and was 
devised by Ae blander Cartwright 
of New York.

Probably, the greatest innova- 


tion in the New York gam* was 
the change from an oblong square 
to a diamond square which added 
an element of swiftness to the 
runner and made the pitcher the 
most important (Mayer. 
The first game played- with art 
entrance fee was on July SS. IHS, 
when New Yorkers played Brook­ 
lynites at the Fashion Race Track 
on Long Island. The admission 
was 50 cents per person. 
The 
clubs had to pay rent for the 
grounds.

The gate was 1750 and a profit 
was earned. This stimulated base­ 
ball tours for money and may be 
regarded as the beginning of pro­ 
fessional baseball, although most 
of the players were stilt ama­ 
teurs, earning their- livings 
in 
some' other way. However, it was 
in 1889. that the Cincinnati Red 
Stockings, an amateur ball. club, 
decided to go professions) and to 
’pay players regular salaries. 
The idea offended the country 
as ruining a sport, but the club 
went ahead and baseball became 
a business. Professional teams ap­ 
peared in many cities and travel­ 
led the country. 
It was out of these professional 
teams, members of the National 
Association of' Baseball Players, 
that the major and minor leagues 
came to be organized, but there 
had to be an intermediary step 
vchlch changed the nature of the 
game from a sport to a business, 
namely that individuals who guar­ 
anteed the costs and the players* 
salaries took over the clubs as 
private owners. The neat associ­ 
ation was not of players but of 
clubs. Ic was organized in 1878 
and was known ms the National 
League of Professional Baseball

In 
18S3, the umpires, who had served 
as gentlemen amateurs, were put 
on fixed salaries and became em- * 
ployees of the National League. 
In January. 1900, Ban Johnson 
organized the American League 
as the second major league. 
The strictly business nature of 
the game was mad? clear In the 
early competition between 
the 
American 
and 
the 
National 
Leagues, the American League in 
some instances doubled players’ 
wages and gave them longer 
term 
contracts. 
The 
National 
League went into court in 1901 
to prevent players from jumping 
their Contracts and courts in dif­ 
ferent states ruled differently. 
The physical property of 
the 
clubs has naturally become ob­ 
solescent and requires rebuilding. 
Also the seating capacity is in 
some places inadequate to bring 
proper returns; for instance, the 
Yankees in New York have a 
stadium of *7,000 seats, but the 
Giants have only 15,1100 and the 
Dodgers SI,OSO. 
It is the Giants and Dodgers 
who have been pressing for mu­ 
nicipal 
subsidies. 
Attendance 
probably reached its height hi the 
1990’s, despite the increase of 
population since then. For some 
reason, tim game has not retained 
Iti pdHikfity in recent decades, 
although there may be a return 
of interest due to the efforts of 
baseball fans to stimulate sand 
lot playing. 
Perhaps the game needs a char­ 
acter Uke Christy Mathewson or 
Babe Ruth to give it the thrill of
